Each of the above documents discloses a method of applying an advertisement to a roadway where the 
advertisement is buried below an upper surface of the roadway (see page 13 lines 27-3 & page 23 lines 13-14 of 
WO 2003/071510 and the abstract of JP 10-152805). 

The remaining claims 1-16, 18-21 are considered to be novel and inventive. 
The invention has industrial applicability in road advertising systems. 
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Box No. VIII Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

(1) Claim 2 is not clear because it is an appended claim, but it does not specify which claim it is appended to. 

(2) Claim 6 is not clear with regard to the phrase "wherein each delivers a fluid" because the word "nozzle" 



appears to be missing after the word "each' : 
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
